The result was accom- 
plished on joint ballot. the Senator-elect receiv~- 
ing every Republican vote but one—that of Sen- 
ator George E. Adams, of Chicago, who remained 
obdurate to the very last, but carefully re- 
frained from showing bis face at 
the joint session. Emerson, the Fulton 
County boelter, took his crow with a bit 


For seasoning, while Rankin found bis way clear 


to vote with a reservation in the shape of a pro- 
test that it was against his best judgment. One 
Democrat, Orafts fof Cook, was still absent, and 
the Independent party again tied itself to the 
apron-strings of its Democratic wet-nurse. Gov. 
Cullom received 107 votes, or five more than a 
majority of those present and voting, and Joha 
M. Palmer %. The fight was ended and the vie- 


tery won. 
TUE JOINT SESSION. 

The joint séssion was set for bigh noon. Long 
before that time the galieries and lobbies of the 
House of Representatives were crowded to their 
utmost capacity, all the most avuilabie points of 
view being occupied by a larger representation 
of ladies than is often witnessed at the Capitol. 
There were no fears among the Kepubliicans as 
to the outcome, the proceedings being regarded 
as purely formal, but they were nevertheless 
not without interst and importance as the cul- 
mination and tinal devision of a contest that has 
been the source of no littie anxiety to the mem- 
bers of the party.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—For the 
first time since he has been in office, Gov. Cul- 
lom today granted a respit toa condemned mur 
derer.

They have defended 
him for his frequent failures to perform the 
duties of his offiee. They have apologized 
for his shortcomings and magnified, beyond 
reasonable limits, his oceasional lapses into 
rectitude. Jim Herrington knows—no- 
body knows better, for he takes ail the May- 
or’s organs“ - that they are devoted to the 
Harrison régime and wish to have it perpet- 
uated. We hope he will not again find it 
necessary to assail the standing of Mr. Har- 
rison’s newspapers by alleging that the May- 
or of Chicago is without an organ.“ 

— 

THERE are no doubt many abuses in the 
patent system of this country, anda large 
proportion grow out of the loose construc- 
tion of the law in the Patent-Offlice. If there 
were no other evidence of this, the fact that 
there are about 300,000 patents, 500,000 ap- 
plications and caveats on record, and 400 
new applications every week would 
be sufficient to establish it. There 
are not a million of appliances in this coun- 
try which are at once original and useful. 
Yet the law enacts that an invention must be 
both “new and useful” to be patentable. 
The Patent-Office is altogether too liberal in 
its favors. But one examiner passes upon an 
application. The consequence is that a num- 
ber of patents gre issued which cover the 
same device, others in great quantity which 
eannot be protected, and still others in which 
the element of practical usefulness is absent 
altogether. The rights of the public are evi- 
dently ignored in the desire to collect enough 
fees tomake the Patent-Office self-sustaining, 
and the privilege of correcting omissions is 
abused outrageously in order to secure an 
extension of monopolies. Thereis not much 
hope for any reform, however, from the pres- 
ent session of Congress, which proposes to 
devote its entire time to the pending effort 
not to reform the tariff system.

Gov. CuLLom was yesterday regularly 
elected United States Senator from Lilinois 
for the full term of six years beginning 
March 4next. The two Republican bolters 
in the House who sullenly refused to vote 
for the caucus nominee on Tuesday saw a 
great light. overnight, and manfully cast 
their votes for the Governor in joint conven- 
tion. Senator Adams alone, of all the Re- 
publican members elected to either House, 
refused to obey the decree of the cau- 
cus or to recognize its authority. He 
voted “in the air.” In so doing he 
saved his reputation for consistency and 
pride of opinion at the expense, possibly, 
of his character as a Wise and prudent Rep- 
resentative. But we are not disposed to 
judge harshly the conduct either of Senator 
Adams or of the two Representatives who 
were with him. Undoubtedly if the Sen- 
ator’s vote had been required to elect Gov. 
Cullom it would have been forthcoming. 
His motives and his perfect integrity of pur- 
pose and action cannot be questioned, and we 
do not doubt that after aterm of service in 
the National House of Representatives, to 
which he has already been elected, he will 
see the wisdom of deferring under some cir- 
cumstances to the judgment of his party 
friends when expressed with substantia! 
unanimity and not involving a sacrifice of 
honor or conscience. 
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THE message of Gov. Stoueman of Cali- 
fornia contains a pointed rebuke of the out- 
going State Railroad Commission for its 
neglect to carry out the express will of the 
people in the matter of regulating and lower- 
ing fares and freights and the prevention of 
discrimination. What his policy will be is 
very clearly outlined in the following extract 
from the message:

Meanwhile the new Board of Commission- 
ers has held a meeting and commenced action. 
It is considering a resolution establishing 
fares on the lines owned or controlled by the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company as follows: 
Of persons between the ages of 5 and 12 years 
at one and a half cents a mile, and ot persons 
over 12 years at three cents a mile. No ac 
tion has been taken as to freight, but a reso- 
lution was passed requiring the President 
and Secretary of each road in the State to in- 
form the beard under oath in regard to the 
cost of its road and equipment, the assessed 
valuation last year in each county, its earn- 
ings and operating expenses, and among some 
other matters of importance the otliclal des- 
ignations ot persons in their employment 
who receive $5,000 or more per year.

THE UNIT RULE gM ASHED. 


The Republican National Committee held 
a very important meeting at Washington 
yesterday. Ii considered end promulgated 
rules for the election of delegates in the Na- 
tional Convention to be held in 84. By the 
terms of the resolution adopted by the con- 
vention in 1880 the committee was directed 
“within the next twelve months to pre- 
scribe a method er methods for the election 
of delegates to the next National Conve 
thon.” The duty imposed upon the com- 
mittee by this resolution has been 
shirked and postponed from time to 
to time. We are unwilling to believe that 
there has been a disposition on the part of a 
majority of the committee to violate the per- 
emptory instractions of the last National 
Convention in respect to district representa- 
tion. The language of the resolution al- 
ready referred to on this point was as fol- 


lows: 

Provided, that such methods or rules shall in- 
clude and secure to the several Congressional 
districts in the Uniced States the right to elect 
their own delegates to the National Convention. 


This direction has been implicitly and, so 
far as we have been able to determine, cheer- 
fully observed by the National Committee. 
District representation was incorporated in 
the plan of the next converttion without a 
dissenting voice. The fullest power was 
given to the Republicans of each district. to 
choose their own delegates in such manner 
and at such places as they may deem proper. 
They may either choose delégates at conven- 
tions held within the yeral districts, 
or they may allow th resentatives at 
the State Conventions téch@se the delegates 
for each district separately.” In either case 
the State Committee or the State Convention 
has no control over the selection of the dele- 
gates from each district. Delegates at large 
are to be chosen by a popular State Conven- 
tion called on not less than twenty days’ 
pudlishea notice, and held not less than 
thirty nor more than sixty davs before the 
time for the meeting of the National Conven- 
tion. District delegate conventions may 
choose delegates as late as fifteen days 
prior t the meeting of the State 
Convention. If the district delegates are not 
chosen im the specified time they are to be 
elected by the subdivision of the State Con- 
vention into District Conventions. The dis- 
trict delegates are to be accredited solely 
by the officess of the District Conventions. 

The weeting of the committee at which the 
time and place for holding the next Repub- 
lican Convention are to be fixed was set for 
Dec. 12 next at Washington. 

The efforts of many members of the 
committee, including most of those who 
were prominent in the fight against 
third-termism and the tyranny of the 
unit rule, to secure an equitabie adjustment 
of the representation as between the Repub- 
lican and Democratic States were unsuccess- 
ful.. Messrs. Chandler, Frye, and Martin 
were strenuous in favor of a resolution to 
give representation to Repubiican States and 
districts on the basis of the Garfield vote, 
but they were outvoted by Southern and 
Territorial members of the committee, 
whose potential voting faculty is exercised 
exclusively in Nationa! Conventions and com- 
mittees, and not at all in National elections. 
There was some force in the statement 
of Valentine, of Nebraska, that there 
was no authority given to the committee by 
the last convention to change the basis of 
representation. The oflicial proceedings of 
the convention may be searched in vain for 
any resolution conferring such a power.upon 
the National Committee. Still, it is true that 
if the committee had issued a call according 
to the Republican States the representation 
to which they are justly entitled its action 
would have Deen joyfully acquiesced in by 
the States in question, whose approval 
in a matter of this kind is chief- 
ly important. By sticking to the 
letter of the law the committee has pos- 
sibly promoted the Presidential aspirations 
of some one or more candidates, but it has 
incurred the risk of foisting upon the Re- 
pubiican party a minority candidate. such as 
Gen. Grant would have been if he had been 
nominated. 

The committee has left as a legacy to the 
next National Convention the duty of rectify- 
ing the basis of representation. It is un- 
fortunately true that the same causes 
which prevented the enforcement of 
the wishes of the majority in the 
National Committee will prevail to some ex- 
tent in every convention called on the pres- 
ent plan, The evil reproduces and perpet- 
uates itself; it will Only succumb to an ovér- 
whelming pressure from the majority States, 
which may be invigorated by the defeat of 
the party in a National election. The com- 
mittee has left undone what it might with 
perfect safety have undertaken to do. It 
deserves full credit, however, for having 
acted fully up to the letter of its instruc- 
tions, even though it may have treated their 
spirit ina careless or defiant manner. 


THE TWO TARIFF-ROBBERY BILLS. 

There are two tariff bills now before Con- 
gress. The Senate bill started out with the 
intention to keep as close as possible to the 
bill as reported by the Tariff Commission, 
but the lobby is so overwhelmingly in favor 
of an increase of tariff that the bill has been 
enlarged, expanded, and increased so that it 
is already a bill to increase rather than re- 
duce taxation. 

The bill as reported in the House is con- 
fessed to be a bill to increase taxation. It 
does not pretend to pay any attention to the 
report of the Tariff Commission. It has 
been shaped so as to embody the wishes and 
demands of the Pennsylvania iron. and steel 
manufacturers. it is framed with the de- 
sign of making the tax on all metals and on 
manufactures therefrom as high as the ava- 
rice of the peculiar interests of that State 
will go. The Committee of Ways and 
Means has left nothing undone to grat- 
ity’ the “more-tax” people. The com- 
mittee have included in their report 
a tax on quinine, and have also doubled the 
tax on steel wire from which barbed-wire 
fencing is made, The demand for barbed 
wire, which is so general throughout the 
Western States, offered to these people an 
opportunity to collect an enormous tax on 
the owner of every farm in the country. 
Five millions ot farms are to be fenced. 
Barbed wire is the future fencing of this 
country, not only as new fencing, but to re- 
new the wooden fences now existing, as re- 
newals may become necessary. 
tax on this steel wire, with the additional 
tax proposed by these two pending tariff 
bills, will be equivalent to 100 per cent on the 
value of the wire, and will far exceed even 
the manufacturers’ enormous royalty, which 
is resisted so vehemeéntiv by the people. 
While the consumers of barbed wire are re- 
sorting to ali legal means to break down the 
manufacturers’ royalty, here are the Kepub- 
lican members of these two committees fh 
Congress proposing and advocating a tax on 
the steel used in making barbed wire double 
that asked by Moen and Washburn, the 
owners of the patents. 

Of course the members of these commit- 
tees who hail from Pennsylvania may plead 
that this enormous tax is in the interest of 
their constitu but no such ‘apology can 
be made in behalf of the members from LIli- 
nois, Iowa. Minnesota, Indiana, Kansas, and 


other States where barbed wire has become

TILE-DRAINAGE FOR FARMS. 
The annual convention held by the tfle- 
makers is of service to the entire agricultu- 
ral population of this State because it serves 


10 impress upon the farmers the great ad- 


vantage of using tiles, and develops the latest 
ideas based upon actual experience in re- 
gard to the proper slre and laying of the 


same. At the convention of this year, held 


at Springfield on Tuesday, Me progress 
which has been made in farm drainage was 
exhibited by the universal testimony of the 
manufacturers that they cannot make tiles 
fast enough to supply the urgent demand of 
the farmers. As these sama men two or 
three years ago were furnishing tiles on trial 
and asking pay only when the farmer became 
satisfied of the benefit of using them, their 
present reports farnish abundant evidence 
that the farmers of Illinois are now thor- 
oughly convinced of the advantages“ of tile- 
draining. 

It may be stated as the result of experience 
that a complete system of tile-drainage 
doubles the capacity of farm-lands on the 
average. In some cases, where the land is 
dry, the increased yield is not so great, but 
wet lands which were almost worthless have 
been rendered as productive as the best in 
the neighborhood. 

The surface of Lilinois generally presents 
the appearance of a dead level, but as a mat- 
ter of fact it is cut up by sloughs or low 
places in which the soil is wet, cold, soggy, 
and unproductive, although the land is nat- 
urally rich in fertilizing materials. In the 
absence of proper drainage such lands yield 
little or nothing, but experience has proved 
that a system of tiles makes them 
more productive than any other on the 
farm. It has deen noted that farms 
yielding originally twenty-five to thirty bush- 
els of corn to the acre have furnished as 
much as sixty to seventy bushels per acre 
alter being tiled, and that the yield of wheat 
and oats was more than doubled. This ex- 
perience is causing farmers to invest their 
surplus money in tiles instead of putting it in 
banks or buying more: land, and the invest- 
ment has proved to be the most profitable a 
farmer can make. The system is equally 
serviceable to wet lands and dry lands: and, 
in addition to the increased fertility it gives 
the soil, it has been found to furnish springs 
at the outlet of the tiles for watering the stock 
in localities where it was necessary before to 
go three or four miles in dry weather for 
water for cattle. 

The points of information for the farmer 
developed at the recent conventioh were as 
follows: The larger size in tiles should be 
adopted at the outset, on the principle that 
a boy should not be sent to do a man’s work. 
They should be laid at a good depth, and 
should empty inte an open ditch. They 
should be inspected regularly and repaired 
as often as necessary—a practice which will 
insure their lasting much longer than other- 
wise. It has also deen discovered that the 
laying of tiles along both sides of a read is 
one of the cheapest and most effective means 
of keeping the samein good ¢ondition. Now 
that the usefulness of tile-drainage has been 
demonstrated to the entire satisfaction of 
the farmers, the manufacture of tiles will be 
extended, and competition will keep down 
the price; fortunately there is no monopoly 
in the business. All that the farmers will! 
need to guard against is an inferfor article, 
which will be found to be che dearest in the 


end. 


UNCONSTITUTIONAL PROTECTION. 

Under the pretext of revising and reducing 
the tariff, the Ways and Means Comniittee, 
under the influence of the three Pennsylva- 
nia members of it, bave been increasing 
duties for the dduble purpose of prohibiting 
importation and enhancing the price of do- 
mestic manufactures on consumers. Is a 
tariff constituted on that principle constitu- 
tional? Does it not violate both the letter 
and the spirit of the supreme law as well as 
oppress the people for the emolument of spe- 
cial capitalists? Can such “ protective tax- 
ation be defended as constitutional? Henry 
Clay and Daniel Webster gave up the at- 
tempt when pushed in the debates in Con- 
egress. Clay had to retreat to the evasive and 
meaningless formula which he invented 
of “A tariff for revenue witn inci- 
dental protéction.” ‘This was to say: fair 
play for all, with Incidental foul play. 
Webster never advocated the constitutionali- 
ty of the principle of levying duties for the 
purpose of protecting special interests at the 
expense of the community. When his con- 
stituents among the manufacturers of Mas- 
sachusetts forced him in 1824 to defend the 
tariff imposed for protection, he took his 
ground on “vested rights.“ Through pro- 
tection against my wish you have built up 
industries that you have no right to aban- 
Slavery had vested rights of the 
same kind, but they were written out in the 
emancipation proclamation. 

Congress gets its right to tax imports from 
the Constitution. That instrument has not 
yet been referred to in the debates on the 
tariff in either House, but seems to ve com- 
pletely ignored, Its language cannot be 
construed except as an out and out prohibi- 
tion of such legislation as the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Ways and Means Committee 
propose for the benefit of Pennsylvania man- 
ufacturers. It says, Sec. 8 

The Congress shail have power to lay and 
coliect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises, to 
pay the debts and provide for the common de- 
fense and general welfare of the United States; 
but all duties, impeosts, and excises shall . uni- 
form throughout the United erence 29 

To regulate commerce 

No tax or duty shall. be ald on articles ex- 
ported from any State. . 

No preference shall be given by any regu- 
lation of commerce or reyenue to the ports of 
one State over those of another. 

“Common defense,” general welfare.“ 
no preference,” are the key-notes of these 
constitutional limitations of the taxing power 
of Congress. There is no shadow of author- 
ity given to levy taxes to enrich special capi- 
talists at the expense of the people. 

No Philadelphia lawyer, however expert, 
can twist out of this authorization to make 
revenue laws any justification of the policy 
that makes the iron manufacturer pay a tax 
to the miner of iton-ore, and the manufact- 
urer of agricultural implements pay a tax to 
the manufacturer of iron, not to give the 
Government revenue, but to give subsidies 
to apecial classes, 

Congress does not provide for the com- 
mon defense“ by taxes that prevent ship 
building, and forbid the creation of a com- 
mercial marine that would be a nursery of 
men-of-war’s men. , 

It is not for the general welfare that the 
only febrifuge that will conquer malaria has 
been taxed, and is, if possible, to be taxed 
again. 

A tax system is not “uniform ” that gives 
the paper manufacturers their raw materials 
free; but makes all the publishers and read- 
ers of the United States pay them a protect- 
ive bounty. 

Nor is it for the general welfare that $44

A PRINCELY HUMBUG. 

The news of the arrest of Plon-Plon_ was 
hardly worth the space devoted to it, nor 
was he of that degree of importance that it 
should have required two or three columns 
of dispatches to announce it to the world, 
which was not astonished at all outside of 
the City of Paris, He has a son who has 
been set up as a claimant to the old French 
throne whe has some ability and whose 
manhifestoes, if he had issued them, might at- 
tract some attention and deserve some no- 
tice perhaps, but the father is @ poor, mis- 
erable crauk whose fulminations are just 
about as serious as those which George 
Francis Train occasionally makes from his 
habitat in Central Park. He isa man who 
even in his palmy days never had the re- 
speet of any one in his own country or out ot 
it. Whatintellect he may have had has been 
weakened by digsipation, and he has been 
posted as a coward, witheut courage enough 
to resentit. He has not a regiment or a sol- 
dier in the world, and not a soldier in the 
French army would have paid the slightest 


attention to his appeal. He has no adherents . 


of any sort among the people, with whom he 
as always been an object of ridicule and 
often of disgust. 

It is a littie remarkable; therefore, that the 
French Government should have treated the 
matter so seriously, and dignified this crank 
bparresting him at all. If they had torn 
down his manifestoes and let him alone, the 
whole affair would have been forgotten ina 
few days, or if they had taken him and con- 
dueted him to the frontier and helped him 
across it with a gentle kick, he would never 
have resented it. In arresting him and put- 
ting him in prison, and bringing up his case 
for discussion in the Chamber of Deputies, 
they have substantially recognized him as a 
claimant and dignified him with publie no- 
tice, and, if they do not release him, may 
arouse some sympathy for a man who de- 


serted the army in time of danger, whe ran | 


away from challenges, who was never true 
to any one, and who has spent his life in de- 
bauchery and dissipation, until he is 
now a moral, mental and physical 
wreck, The fuss made over the 
silly manifestoes and the silly author of them 
only goes to show that the French people 
must have been temporarily destitute of a 
sensation. It takes but very little to amuse 
and excite them, and perhaps this old and 
dilapidated relic of Bonapartism may enter- 
taim them as well as anything else for a 
time. But of what substance is French Re- 
publicanism composed when it can be shaken 
to its foundations by a peripatetic humbug, 
whe is as powerless for further harm asa 
two-days-old infant ?

AN OPERATIC MONOPOLY. 

In the earlier days of California, when 
gold-dust was as plentiful as flour, when 
miners flockéd to the “diggins”’ and built 
up mushroom towns, they felt the need of 
musical amusements, and held out induce- 
ments to strolling singers and players to visit 
them. They were happy people, for they 
regulated their own amusements. They had 
unique ways of expressing their views, and 
criticism, though not always based on the 
canons of art, was absolutely free. They 
had equally unique ways of regulating the 
compensation paid to the artists and stars 
who entertained them. There was no dis- 
crimination in the price of seats. There 
were no off nights. They knew beforehand 
just what was to be performed and who. was 
to sing. There were no season sales, or 
speculators in tickets, or deceptive matinées. 
There was no price of admission. The 
miners wentin and took any seats that were 
vacant without the ald of ushers, and did 
not have to wait for their carriages 
at the elo If the diva did 
not please them they simply rose and 
requested her to “vamose the ranche,.” If 
she did please them, they showered their 
dust“ upon the stage. If she were a great 
success gold eagles, and halves, and quarters 
of gold, and Mexican dollars rattied merrily 
upon the boards, and after an encore or any 
particularly joyous burst gold dust 
rained in a plenteous shower. The system 
had many advantages which we need not 
dwellupon. It made eritfeism honest and 
expressions of popular esteem were grounded 
upon the specie basis, Mstead of the venality 
of the eclaque or the infectious tumult that 
often spreads from its nucleus to the circum- 
ference of the audience without any special 
reason. ‘The real legitimate diva had no 
reason to regret her engagement; the hum- 
bug had. 

Things are done differently now. ‘The au- 
dience does not propel its generosity to the 
stage nor measure its compensation by the 
delight afforded. It buys the good, dad. and 
indifferent in a lump, and often purchases 
its pig in a very blind poke. When it goes 
to hear Patti sing through her four acts of 
opera it metaphorically passes the hat 


around in each entr’act and collects $1,100, re- 


gurdless whether she has been upon the 
stage ten minutes or half an hour. At the 
end of the opera, in which she has sung alto- 
gether an hour or more, she takes her $4,400 
and retires to the Grand Pacific, rests four or 
five days, and then repeats her work for the 
same amount collected in the metaphorical 
hat. Happy woman, who can make so much 
with so little effort. Here is certainly the very 
apotheosis of temale labor and female rights. 
Here is the goal towards which Miss An- 
thony in one direction and Miss Faithfull in 
another have toiled so long reached by 
Mime. Patti with great ease. To be sure all 
cannot reach it, but when one gets there 
there is hove for all the others. The ancient 
lazzaroni whe flank Patti on the stage have 
toiled in the same profession half a century 
longer than she, and hardly earn their

by a great editor as an evergrown village, But 
what more flattering title can be given justly 
to a place that keeps its streets in the condi- 
tion in Which those of Chicago are today? 
Take out two or three leading thoroughfares 
in each division, and the others become, 4 
few blocks from the centre of the city, mere 
quagmires. But a small proportion of our 
streets are adequately paved and sidewalked. 
The snow that fell Tuesday night as fast and 
silently as tissue-ballots in a South Carolina 
election has been shoveled dy the horse-car 
companies off their tracks and upan the 
right of way of the adjoining property-own- 
ers. Our main streets have been converted 
into narrow cuts for horse-car tracks. be- 
tween banks of snow. 

If the snowfall continues carriages will be 
unable to reach the sidewalks, and fire-en- 
gines going to fires will have to wind in and 
out between the horse-cars. No such dotngs 
are tolerated in Boston, New York, London, 
and Paris. A New York Judge has just de- 
cided that the horse railroads have no right 
thus to encroach upon the rights of prop- 
erty. Because they have been allowed to 
pass through streets they acquire yo right to 
render abutti property Inaccessible, to im- 
pede all other travel, and to increase tentold 
the dangers of cor flagration. 

A few years ago a practical isspe was 
made on this point by the business-men of 
Twenty-second street. They threw back on 
the track the mountains of snow the corpora- 
tions had piled up before their stores. The 
companies were finally compelled to remove 
the nuisance they had created. They should 
always be made to do so. Their profits are 
enormous—in inverse ratio to the accom- 
modations they furnish the public. They 
have to issue certificates of indebtedness at 
undervaluations to their stockholders in 
ordet to absorb profits that would make 
dividends look too large. For such rieh 
corporations to crowd their snow on, the

COMMON CARRIERS. 
THEIR DUTIES IN TIME OF STRIEES. 

New Yor, Jan. 1j.—(Special.)—A votable 
decision was rendered by the general term of 
the Supreme Court today in the suit brought in 
the name of the people of the State against the 
New York Central and Erie Rallroad Companies. 
The case is the one which grew out of the 
freight-bandlers’ strike of last year. The rail- 
road depots became biocked with freigbt, and 
shippers were put to serious loss and incon- 
venience thereby. Attorney-General Russel! 
was appealed to for ald, and he brought suite 
fora mandamus to compel the railroads to re- 
ceive and deliver promptiy all such freight 
and other ¥ a6 might be offered to be 
received 2 for transportation at the 
usual and reasonable rates. hearing was bad 
in chambers before Jadge Haight, in response 
to orders directing the companies to show cause 
why a peremptory wandamas should not be is- 
sued, compelling them jo resume forthwith the 
diseharge of their duties as common carriers. 
The counsel for the companies then moved to 
quash and dismiss the petiaons and orders to 
show cause. The order of Judge Haight sus- 
tained the preliminary objection, granted the 
motion to quash and dismiss, and denied the At- 
torney-General's application. 

REVERSAL. 

The decision ofthe ge term. written by 
Judge Noah Davis, i¢ a complete and absolute 
reversal of Judge Haight’s decision. It is heid 
that rauroads are public highways, created for 
public use, but permitted to be controlled by 
private persens. The State has no power to 
«rant the public domain for any ether purpose 
than for public use. Every attempt t ao be- 
yood that is made void oy the Coustitution. The 
acceptance of suck trusts on the part of a cor- 
poration, by the centracis already referred to, 
makes it an agency of State to perform pub- 
lic functions which might otherwise have devel- 
ved upon public officers. They are distinetiy 
required to do their duty as Carriers of persous 
and property, as it springs sharply out of their 
nature and right to do those tun 

“ Aveording to the statement of the ease,“ the 
Judge goes on to say, a body of laborers act- 
img in concert fixed a price for their labor, and 
used to work for less. The respondents 
fixed a price for tue same labor. and refused to 
pay more. The respondents had a perfect right 
to take their ground ia respect to the price to 
be paid, and adbere te it if they chose, but if 
the consequences of doing so were inability to 
exercise their co ate franchises, to the great 
injury of the pu they cannot be allowed to 
assert that such consequence must be sbhoul- 
dered and borne by ae innocent public, whe 
neither direetiy nor indireetiy participated in 
their causes.” 


STATUS OF THE CASE. 

If, bowever,it bad been shown that a strike of 
the skilled laborers had been caused or com- 
peiled by some fllegal combination or organized 
body which sought through them to enforce its 
will upon the companies, and that the latter in 
resisting such unlawful efforts tad refused to 
obey unjust and erat dictation, a very differ- 
ent case would have been presented for the ex- 
ercise of the disere mon of tue court, as well as 
of the Attorney-General. The facts reduce the 

vestion to this: Can rafiroad en re- 
use or neglect to perform their pubiic duties 
upon a controversy with their employés over 
the cost or expense of doing them? 

Judge Davis remarks: “The excuse has in 
law no validity. The duties imposed must be 
discharged at whatever cost. They cannot be 
laid down, or abandoned, of suspended without 
the legally expressed consent of the State.“ 
The thing to be done in this case was to resume 
the duties of carriers of goods and property 
offered for transportation—that its, to receive, 
carry. and deliver the same under the existing 
rules and regulations ag the business bad been 
accustomed to be done.

In relauon to the temperance movement in 
bis diocese, it bad been attended, he said, with 
very great success. Almost all English-speak- 
ing congregations of the Diocese ot St. Paul bad 
a total abstinence society uuder the immediate 
direction of the priests, and all the societies 
were in a flourishing condition tiaancially, The 
greatest efforts of b mseif and his clergy were 
directed towards bringing Irish Catbolics within 
the temperance fold. y were most in @anger 
from the sins of intemperance, and, as an 
Irishman and an Irish Nationalist, which 
he emphatically declared bimseif to he 
feit that it was a National disgrace that so many 
lrishmen should be addicted to the awful vice 
of intemperance. He knew how much bis poopie 
had suffered from that, their besetting sin— 
more than from foreign misrule and landlordisem 
combined. Entaucipate the Irish people from 
the salounkeeper, and it would be only a ques- 
tion of a few years when Ireland would become 
a nation. In this view he was supported by so 
wise and good an Irishman as A. M. Suilivan, 
who said at St Paul that, before the abolition of 
landiordism, before everything, he would bave a 
temperate Ireland. “My maxim,“ said Bishop 
Ireland, is: 

‘IRELAND SOBER IS IRELAND FREF,’ 


and there can be no freedom until men restrain 


ir appetites.” 
id he believe that good would come of the 
present temperance agitation? 

“Undoubtedly. Wherever the tation bad 
been lively it had already done good. Even amoung 
the German Catholics there was an awakening. 
He was giad to learn of the establishment of che 
Archdiocesan Union in Chicago. State organiza- 
tions were too loose. There was no governing 
centre, no responsibility of authority. The dio- 
cesun plan was compact, and had more of the 
religious spirit. In other places than Chicago 
the movement was spreads. Catholic 
clergymen througbout the country seem to be 
alive to the necessities and duties of the hour.“ 

He did not believe in coercive temperance 
lewisiation. It was contrary tothe spirit of our 
institutions, and to the spirit of the age. 
Unly in «xtreme cases should the private rignts 
of citizens be curtailed. Besides coercive tem- 
perance was not feasible. The majority of the 
people seemed to be opposed toit. Prohibitory 
laws became dead letters. 

He certainly favored high license. A system 
of high license would drive out the in- 
pecunivus and therefore less scrupulous saloon- 
keepers; it would undoubtedly diminish the 
number of saloons, as the wholesale men who 
now lend the needy erog-vender the small - 
cense fee would bardiy advance a large license 
fee. The higu-license system wherever tried 
has worked well and diminisbed iutemperance 
in proportion perhaps as the number of saloons 
was lessened. Local option, too, had worked 
well in Minnesota and wherever tried. 

ON THE SUBJECT OF COLONIZATION 
Bishop Ireland wisbed, be said, to correct some 
mistaken impressions. In the Catholic colonies 
so-called of Minnesota and Nebraska there were 
others than Cathones and Irishmen. He him- 
self did not believe in coliecting [rish Catholics 
in one locality. They did much better when 
seattered through other communitics—mixed, 
so to say, with other 24 The colonies in 
which he was interested fad prospered beyond 
expectation, and there were not more contented 
people anywhere. The last crop was a fine oue, 
and the harvest was gathered in good time. He 
expected large additions in the spring. The 
* Connemaras,” about whom so muca was writ- 
ten and spoken two b peg ago, had settled down. 
Those who remained on the land are becoming 
wealthy; those who took to the towns have done 
well also. Their children were most bappy at 
the change, Only a tew days ago he 
met two ' young women who came 
over with the coleny, anda who 
expressed to him in very emphatic language 
their delight at the change. They were neatiy 
clad, and were really good-lodking young 
women. “The Connemara people, he added, 
“are nearty all fine-lookigg peuple.” .; 

Did those amphibious peupie of Donegal and 
Mayo accommodate themselves to a fe of 
farming? 

“Certainly. An Irishman can accomodate 
himself to anything. Ten fishermen of the Con- 
nemara colonies are pow the most practical 
farmers of the Murray County Colony. 

While Bishop Ireland is apposed to emigration 
from Ireland in the abstract, he favored emi- 
gration from what Mr. Parneil called

of Donegal, Mayo, and Kerry, where, were there 
never a landiord, the unfortuunte people could 
not make aliving. It was all very well totalk 
about emigration from Mayo to Meath, but 
while Mr. Parnell and bis friends are forcing 
this plan ou the attention of tue British Parlix- 
ment years pass, and the uufortunate people 
starve and die. At the same time Mr. Parnell 
was quite right in pressing this plan on the at- 
tention of the British Legisiature. 

He even believed in assisting emigration from 
the congested districts. He bad no faith what- 
ever in the intentions of the British Gov- 
ernment. But the facts must be faced; reali- 
ties met. If the British Government is forced 
by circumstances to epen a way of escape from 
famine to Mayo, Galway, and Donegal peasants, 
go much the better for the peasants. Mr. Tuke 
be had heard of. He was confident that Mr. 
Tuke’s intentions were benevolent, and that his 
efforts would result in good. 

iu conclusion, the Bishop said that he wouid 
like to impress upon the Irish Americans of 
Chicago that the true work of patriotism was to 
inculcate temperance among their countrymen. 
The British Government bad not done more of 
jujury and injustice to the Irish race than the 
saioonkeepers. But for the saloons and the 
saloonkeepors, Irish landlordism would have 
heen swept off the face of the earth twenty 
— years ago, and Ireiand would now be a na- 

ou, 

Bishop Ireland will meet a number of Catholic 
laymen and clergymen at the Cftholie library - 
rooms this evening, when it is expected the sub- 
jects of colonization and the temperance mov e- 
ment and the best plans for the furtherance of 


both will be fully discussed.

An Increase of Twenty to Twenty- 
five Per Cent in the Applica- 
tions for Relief. 


Scenes at the County Agent’s Office— 
Causes of Distress— Modes of 
Relief. ’ 


For the purpose of gaining some accurate idea 
ot the amount and character of suflermg among 
the poor during this protracted cold spell, and 
thereby to ascertain indirectly the condition of 
the labor market,. a Trimpune reporter called 
yesterday upon the County Agent, the Superin- 
tendent of the Chieago Relief & Aid Society, 
and a prominent member of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society. Ali three coneurred in saying 
that there was a great deal more guifering 
among the poverty-stricken this year than 
there was last, and that the number who 
have applied for relief this year is 
from 2 to 2 per cent greater than 
the number of applicants not only 
last year. but the year before. Various causes 
scem to have conspired during this loug, dreary 
winter to render the lot of the pooran extreme- 
ly unhappy one. in the first place, rents for the 
poorer class of houses and apartments therein 
have risen, and provisions of all sorts are uni- 


formly high. 

WORK IS SCARCE, 
The roliing-milis are dotug but little, and have 
turned hundreds out of employment during the 
year. There appears to be a resticss uneasioess 
in every business, trade, and profession, and iu 
trade circles particularly there appears to bea 
feeling of uncertainty which exerts au influence 
upon nearly every brauch ot manufacture. 
Some even profess to dave seen the 
portents and to have heard the ominous 
rumble which precedes the eruption of a finan- 
cial volcauo. The consequence is there is a very 
great number of people without employment, 
and wages are very iow. Fortunately no dis- 
,euses are epidemic, eise the havoc wrought 
might be fearful. Smali-pox, diphtheria, and 
typboid-fever continue to baunt the city, how- 
ever, and either may break forth when least ex- 
pected into a most violent and contagious 
plague. 
AT THE COUNTY AGENT'S HEADQUARTERS, 
ou West Washington street, there may secn 
at almost any bour of the day large ps of 
people. mostly women and children, waiting in 
line fer provisions to be doled Qut to them, or 
for meat tickets or coal orders. Ali are civilly 
treated and are waited on as speedily as possibie. 
Bread, Hour, peas, rice, bariey, oatineal, beans, 
soap, and sboes, all of fairly good quality, are 
given out here: coal and meat are procu 
elsewhere upon presentadopof orders or tickets 
bearing the County Agent's sigoature. Capt. 
McGrath, the present County Agent, bis assist- 
ant, Nicholas Eckhardt, and his corps of em- 
ployés are kept busy a considerable portion of 
the day in the relief work and for several extra 
bours in the early evening in keeping yp the 
books and records of the office. Capt. Moran 
says an increase in the applications was noticed 
some four weeks ago, and they have been stead- 
ily increasing ever since. e visitors have 
more than they are capable of doing well in 
looking up and making reports upon new appili- 
cations, and they report a great deal of want 
and suffering among the poor, a great deal more 
sickness than usual, especially among cbildren, 
und a very general complaint from the men that 
they cannot procure work. It is generally esti- 
mated in the office that the increase over last 
year’s business is from 15 to 20 per cent, though 
the books atthe end of the season May not 
show the difference in the amounts expended. 
Generally after a lone and continuous winter 
the weather in March and April is such as will 
admit of their cutting down expenses. Iu such 
weather as this, as Capt. McGrath says, it is an 
impossibility to cut off supplies. Coal das been 
an expensive item this year,costing $4.20 per ton, 
while last year it was # cents cheuper. Some 
idea of the amount used may be gained from the 
fact that from Dec. 18 to Jan. 1 944 haif-tons 
were given out. 

The greatest number of new appilicanons in 
this office has come from foreigners who came 
to this country last year, and stranded almost 
penaoiess in Chicago, the gateway to the Golden 
Northwest which was the original destinadon of 
so manycht them. The Kussian Jews, especially, 
are in u very pitiable state of destitution, and, 
not understanding the customs or the language 
of the country, are unable to find work. 

The reporter next calied upon 

THE REV. MR. TRUSDELL, 
Superintendent of the Chicago Relief & Aid 
Society. at No. 51 La Salle street. Mr. Trusdeil 
does not favor any newspaper exposé of the 
poverty ju the city, because he thinks it tends to 
inform people that work is slack aud wages low, 
and causes the poor to become despond- 
ent, whereupou they flock in very large 
numbers to the relief offices. However, he 


with such facts as had come under his notice. 
The winter bad beena long and severe one, set- 
ting in as it did early ia November, and continu- 
ing almost uninterruptedly to the present time. 
It was the very sort of a winter which caused 
poor people to complain. They needed more 
clothing and fuel to keep them warm, and the 
quantity and quality of tood required was dik- 
ferent [rom what they could very well get along 
upon in milder weather. There had been a won- 
dertul advance iu the rents of tenement-houses 
—as muced as 100 per cent in some instances—and 
rents were not at all in Keeping With the inves- 
ments made by landlords. Everything in the 
way of fuel and food was higher than a year 
ago, aud all this, combined witha protracted and 
severe winter, bad caused a great deal of sufler- 
ing in the city. There were at least 


25 PER CENT MORE APPLICATIONS 


this year than there had beefi for several years 
previous, and the needs and requirements of 
applicants were more urgent than before. The 
new applications came in the most part from 
foreigners who immigrated the last year, and 
from persons who were beavy losers lu the great 
fire of 1871. As am instance of the latter, Mr. 
Trusdell cited the case of a man on Van 
Buren street who was recently found living with 
his family in great destitution in the basement 
of a large brick building which he bad erected 
out of his 3 and which be bad rebuilt 
after the fire. id age and i- health overtaking 
him before he had the mortgages for the new 
building cleared, he was obliged at last to de- 
scend to the basement, and cara his own rent by 
collecting for the new owner the rents from the 
other tenants. The old man died very shortly 
after bis case was brought to notice, but his 
2 and little children have been provided 
or. 

“Here,” said Mr. Trusdell, reaching to a 
pigeon-hole in the shelving,—“ here are some 
of the more recent applications, or rather the 
reports of our visitors upon such applications, 
and were it not improper I shoulu give you 
some of them for publication. Here is one con- 
cerning a middie-aged German and his wife. It 
is beyond doubt

twelve years in this office. Tho couple came to 
this country only two years ago. The wife was 
sickly, and all that the husband could earn 
above and beyond actual necessities and a very 
few comforts went to pay for medical attend- 
ance upon the wife. Dee. 1 the husband hoped 


to improve big’condition by purchasing on the 


instailment pian a $68 sewing-machine, his 
business being that of .a_ tailor. 
purchase deprived them of all their 
ready cash, and the husband's health failing be 
was unable toearn anything. For two weeks 
they lived Providence alone knows bow, The 
neighbors saw little of them, and they made no 
purchases of food so far as known. Finally both 
disappeared, and the neighbors, who had sus- 
pected that they were in a most desperate strait, 
surmised that they were actually starving to 
death in their apartments, and notifying the 
landlord the room occupjed by the couple was 
forced open, discovering the couple in bed to- 
gether, pule, gaunt, and shrunken, and ou the 
very verwe of death from sturvauon and expos- 
ure to gold. Their senses had so far left them 
that they did not know either the landiord or 
the neighbors. Too proud to make their wants 
known, and ignorant of relief and aid societies 
and all kindred institutions, they in des- 
peration bad lain down towether with the deter- 
mination of there remaining. until death 
in its most — 
sha came upon

hough they were in arrears wo bim, he 
intended the work of nursing them ba 
again, $ besides furnishing fue! and food for 
their bodily comfort, gave them mental food in 
the way of advice reasons why they should 
again take up the battle of life. They have 
agreed to do s. and are a happier couple today 
than they were for the two yeurs just past, al- 
though they are poor, neighbors have 
taken a kindly interest in their welfare, and 
would base been giad to do so before had an op- 
portuaity been atiorded them. It was only aft- 
er their temporary wants bad been provided for 
that the case was brought to the attention of 
tne Relief and Aid Society. The visitor sent to 
them by Mr. Trusdeii reports that the man has 
clothing but needs shoes, and that he will soon 
be able to work, while both—-the woman in par- 
ticular—vneed nourishing food, (uel, and medica) 
attendaace.

some article of their furniture—ano easy chair, 
perbaps. The babit grew with each sugceed 
piece pawned or sold, and they rarely 
until every single article was gone, and then 
sought furnished rooms, the rent of which was 
always exorbitant. In the end they were obliged 
to seek the relief from some of the pubiie or 
private societies, or from the County Agont, 
which they ought to have sought earlier before 
disposing of their cooking utensils and other 
necessary furoiture, 

Mr. Trusdeil is no friend to the pro re- 
ceutly advanced of consolidating various 
benevolent and charitable organizations b 
appointment of a board of charities. He thinks 
that the work mapped out for such a board has 
already been accomplished in this city by the 
Relief and Aid Society, and be is of the in ion 
that any attempt to vest the control of all these 
secieties in one board would give rise to dissen- 
sion and strite, and the organizations thus con- 
trolled would soon lose their individuality, and 
become negligent and ineflicient. The work 
wbich tbey are doing now is excellent, and much 
of it besides is of a nature which no pubiic board 
could accomplish. 

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC ORGANIZATIO?P, 


the St. Vincent de Paul Society,is in much better 
shape this year than ever before to care for the 
poor and needy who come under its notice. It 
has a membership, augmented during 1882 to 
upwards of 400, and two new conferences bave 
been added. making & total at preseut of fifteen 
well-organized and efficient conferences. By 
this term is meant a portion of the society mem- 
bership, which is off tor service in the 
rish of some one of the Catholic churches. 
> President and Vice-President of each of 
these conferences are required to meet at least 
once a monthpwith the officers of the society in 
what is known as the Porticular Council. This 
latter is subordinate to the Supreme Council in 
New York, which is in turn subject to the orders 
of the Council General in Paris. Though Catholic 
in its organization, its agents and members 
in the distribution of alms are not permitted to 
ask any questions us to the nationality or relig- 
jon of the applicant. They are also instructed 
to buy such clothing, food, or fuel as may be re- 
quired in the relief they afford, and only in 
cases where they deem it} ible to do other- 
wise are they to turaiah bh asa means of re- 
lief. The money which ts thus .expended is 
raised by subscription, and no inconsiderable 
ruon of it comes from weaithy and benevo- 
ent citizens who are honorary members of the 
society. Une year ago the paid out for grocer- 
les and bread $3,971; clothing, $221; fuel, $950; 
tuition, $203; rent and board. $156; and relieved 
2.470 yay This year they will exceed this 
record by at least 30 per cent, and it is estimated 
that not less than 10.000 visits have been made 
to distressed tamilies and persons. lt will be 
seen that the work done by this society is ma- 
terially different from that done by most 
others. It is a benevolent society rather 
thun one of charity. It is money which 
they themselves have earned and con@ibuted 
which they distribute generously, but always 
carefully. They seek to provide poor people 
with suitable employment, and a year ago aided 
and heiped ioto employment 0 or more beads 
of families; they send indigent persous to their 
friends and relatives; and the item of teition 
given above means that that sum was expend- 
ed iu buying books, et., for children of indigent 
parents who were old enough to attend schee. 
Tais work of benevolence is prosecuted as ge- 
eretly as possible, and each member is repeated 
ly enjoined to obey the Scriptural injunction to 
let not the left hand know what the right hand 
doeth. A high official of St. Vincent de Faul. 
who was calied upon by the reporter, said there 
was never any trouble about the society spend- 
ing all it could raise. The receipts for the past 
year were heavy in proportion with the increase 
of membership, and the conferences were und- 
ing a great many new and deserving cases. He 
thought there was fully 
2 or BD PER CENT INCREASE 


in the number of persons requiring relief. The 
Illinois Humane Society had furnished valua- 
bie auxiliary service io finding homes for littie 
children, and altogether some 200 destitute little 
ones bad been provided with bomes if the coun- 
try. Other organizations had also lent helping 
bands when necessary. Another praiseworthy 
work of the St. Vincent de Paul is supplying the 
Littie Sisters of the Poor with their winter's 
fuel, amounting to about #500 per annum, in 
consideravon of which the Sisters care for aii 
the old people whom the suciety finds destitute. 

Time and space forbade visits to the German, 
the Hebrew, and other relief and aid societies, 
who contine their work almost entirely to peo- 
pie of their own nationality, ana kindred socie- 
ties, such as St George's and St. Andrew's, and 
to the very many bvenevolent organizations 
within and out of church membersbips. The 
nugmbef of these is so great that there would ap- 
pear to be truthin the remark made by Superin- 
tendent Trusdeill, which was to the effect that 
nocity in the world, perhaps, was so wen sup- 
plied with charitable and benevolent organiza- 
tions as Chicago, and that nowhere in the worid 
was a person less likeiv to starve or perish 
from cold than in this great and growing and 
prosperous city.

Not toknow Jonun G. Saxe and George 
HO sy is to be unfamiliar with poetry and 

etters. 

At the last National Republican Convention 
the sons of Vermont furnisnea a candidate for 
the Presidency of the United States, in every 
way Qualified to till that illustrious position; 
and also a successtul candidate for the Vice-

Webster's New Process—It Can Now Be 
Made Cheaply aud Abundantly—Great 
Importance of the Metal, . 
From an Article in the Pall Mall Gazette.)~The |

familiar of metals. Its usual price is 90 shillings 
a pound. and it is only present in what is known 
as “aluminium gold in sufficient quantities to 
mollify the austere nature of the baser metals 
of which that bronze is composed. In its native 
and uncorrupted state—if that which is found 
nowhere in Nature can be thus spoken of with 
propriety—it is of much the same color as silver, 
for which it might easily be mistaken were it 
not so much lighter bulk for bulk. Up to the 
last three or four years it was fairly entitled to 
be ranked among the precious metals, for since 
it became known to science. a littie more than 
fifty years ago, 60 much money bas been spent 
in experimenting with ita manufacture as would 
probably equal the value of the whole of the 
aluminium that bas been made. 8 

On the banks of the Stratford Canal, about six 
miles from the outskirts of Birmingham, aiu- 
minium bronzes are now being produced in such 
quantities as to keep a manufactory which cov- 
ers about half an acre of ground at work both 
night and day. After experiments extending 
over thirty years, Mr. James Webster has dis- 
covered a method of making alumina by burn- 
ing alum, instead of, as ie usual, by precipita- 
tion. The consequent difference of cost is as 
2100 to £1,000. Alumina, however, is not alu- 
minium. There is a long stage between a fine 
gray powder and a firm white metal, and, 
though Mr. Webster has succeeded in shorten- 
ing this somewhat, the process of manufactur- 
ing the metal from the powder is still very 
much what it has been bitherto. Twelve tons 
of alumina deposit go te the manufacture of 
one ton of aluminium, and the exact meaning 
of the new discovery is that this alumina can be 
obtained by a much shorter process,in much 
larger quantities, and at one-tenth of the ordi- 
nary cost. It does not follow that the cost of 
the metal aluminium is; Mercfore, one-teath of 
what it has been up to this time, nor that it will

metal which it bas hitherto very difticu it 
to procure cau now be to a great num- 
ber of purposes for which it has not been avail- 
able on account ot its scarcity. 

Instead of manbufacturing alumina by the 
cumbrous and dilatory method of precipitation, 
Mr. Webster burns alum and pitch in a caicin- 
ing -furnace,and produces therefrom as the first 
result a gray cinder, in appearance not unlike 
the refuse of an engine tire. According to ail 
scientific authority, this cinder ought not to be 
anything more valuabie than alum. By 
further processes, however, ft is converted inw 
somet him which contains almost 9 per cent of 
alumina, and whieh, iu process of manufacture, 
has lett behind several bi-products of almost 
sufficient value to defray the cost of working. 
After this Mr. Webster, to use his own phrase, 
bas “got what be wanted” in the shape of a 
gray powder, which only differs from the resuit 
of precipitation in that it ts finer in texture and

4.20; alkaline saita, More recent experi- 
ments have succeeded in still further removing 
impurities, and the proportion of pure alumina 
is now about 89 per cent. 

By the new process of manufacturing alumina 
what would hitherto bave occupied six months 
can now be accomplished in a week. The com- 
pany manufactures a ton in or a8 
much alumina as will yield almost 200 pounds 
of aluminium. From this it may be seen how 
reasonable is the s ition that a few months 
bence this peculiar metal—whichn differs frum 
all other metals in the respect that k is the re- 
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sult of an elaborate process, and 1s never found 
in the condition of ore—will be manufactured 
into articles differing as widely as a tabiespoon 
and aship’s anchor. The value of aluminium is 
in tempering alloys. It gives to copper, or zinc, 
or tin such pro as are to be obtained by 
no other;means. It seems to soften their nature, 
while really increasing their strength and hard- 
ness. It enables them to resist such tests as 
are appiied to silver and preserves them 
from corrosion, renders them more ductile, and 
generally refincs them. One consequence of 
the discovery of the new process of making 
alumina will probabiy be the tion of ail 
plated goods io favor of articles made of alumiu- 

jum or bismuth-bronze. Cups, or dishes, or 
spoons made of the latter have all the appear- 

ance of the best plated goods; they do nut tar- 

nish or lose their color, and they will wear 
through without any change in the look of the 
metal. As for German silver, even the best 

qualities compare very unfavorably with tia 
whieb bas receiveda dash of aluminium. It is 
in making bronzes that the works are almost 
wbolly employed. These are almost endless ia 

their variety, and they range in price from 

about 9d. to 20s. a pound. Oue of these brons s 
is not at all unlikely to be extensively employed 

by the manufacturers of counterfeit colo. It 

closely resembles silver, it rings like a bell, and 
it can be cut witha knite. Of another of the 
bronzes can be made pianoforte wires which 
vibrate for ten seconds longer than the wires 

now in use. As to the degree of tensile strength 
obtainable it has been proved by repeated tests 
that bismuth-bronze will bear a strain of forty- 
two tons tothe square inch, or fourteen tons 
more than gun metal, and twelve tons more 

than Bessemer steel. 

There is a wide field for conjecture as to what 
results may follow on Mr. Weoster’s discovery. 
It is nothing less than ridiculous, however, to 
suppose that aluminium is about to supersede 
the commoner metals. It would still be far 
more common if it were made in vastly 
greater quantities than is possible at the 
works. luminium does not cheapen the 
alloys with which itt is m but 
the reverse; and the tiner qualities of aiumin- 
ium bronze will never be used where brass or 
ec, a well,

ich combines strength and y — 
freedom from on aluminium will noces- 
sarily be in demand. The bronze of the Crown 
Metal Works is now, for ce, being em- 
ployed in the making ot screw propellers, and 
trials are about to be made in we casting of 
field artillery. Iu the mauufacture of all fancy 
articles of a rank below those of gold and silver 
the superiority of the aluminium alloys bas not 
been contested, and it will now be possibie to 
use them on a hitherto unprecedented scale. 
Almost all beyond that is yet in the stage of ex- 
periment. The announcement of the new dis- 
covery has, of course, created much excitement 
among metalworkers, and there is a great eager- 
ness to buy up patents or to take out licenses | « 
for the manufacture. Ali this points to a vastly 
extended use of aluminium, but fer purposes 
only a few of which have yet been ascertained. 
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Possibly another of Mr. Weoster's discoveries— 
that aluminium may be deposited on other 
metals—may prove to be of as great importance 
us the new prucess of making alumina.

A SMOKB-INSPECTOR WORKING FOR A PAR

80 approached, ang during the afternoon a ro- 
porter called on Mr. S. P. Rounds Jr., and asked 
him if Kelly bad been to see him. 

“Yes.” said Mr. Rounds; “he came in here 


to see me one day, showed up bis star, and

smoke-consumer, and I told bim he must be 
mistaken. We went out into the alley and 
could see no smoke. He told the engineer to 
fire up and open all his dampers, which be did, 
and then only a slight smoke was to be seen.”

„ Weil, he showed me a book and tol! me to 
look at the lists. I noticed be dwelt particularly 
on the Hutchinson consumer, and 1 told him 1 
would see about it. I thought noth more of 
the matter until a day or two after t. When 
an agent for the Hutchinson company called on 
me and said he had unodérstood we wanted to 
purchase one of bis machines. Kelly came in 
and told us we bad better buy some consumer, 
as we were violating the ordinance, sol arra 
to get one of the Hutchinson machines.“ 

“ Was Keily interested?“ 

He came to me with a coutract to sign, and I 
very foolishly signed it witnout reading it. At 
the time be told me he was not an ugent of the 
company, but wanted me to sign the document, 
so | supposed it was some paper for his own use, 
This occurred on Saturday, aud on Monday a 
man came here with a bill from the Hutchinson 
Company for the machine. I refused to pay it, 
as I said all smoke-c ers were to be given 
a thirty-days' trial, and I wrote a polite note to 
the company to that effect. hben they showed 
me the contract that I had signed agreeing to 
pay for the machine in three days, and would 
bear of nothing else. I refused to pay the bill, 
but they threatened to sue us. and bad attor- 
neys running around bere, so 1 paid it unaliy to 
get rid of them.”

Co., dry goods and notions, of Wabash avenue.

HIS RESIGNATION OF THE PASTORATE OF 

JEFFERSON PARK PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 

ACCEPTED.

Average Price of Tile for the Last

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 17.—[Speciai.]~—The 
Tile Manufacturers’ Association resumed its 
sessions this morning in the Art Hall of the 
Capitol, Vice-President Loy in the chair. 

Mr. Herrington, of Kane, rose to a question of 
privilege, and explained his side of the lawsuit 
with one Peck, mentioned in these dispatches of 
last night. Herrington explained that he was 
engaged in tiie-draining his land, but Peck, who 
owns the bigher land, was opposed to tile-laying 
and insisted on digging a ditch, which he wisned 
to continue through Herrmgton's land. er- 
rington did not object to the water, but he did 
to the ditcbes, and offered to put down a 
twelve- men tile if Peck would tile-drain his 
property, which he refused to do. 

SANITARY INFLUENCE OF DRAINAGE. 

Dr. Rauch, of the State Board of Health, read 
a lone paper on the “Sanitary Influence of 
Drainage.” He said marshy and low were not 
the only unhealthy grounds. Elevated and dry 
localities are not always healthy. The Roman 
Campagua is an instance of this. The hills are 
the seat of avirulent malarial fever. The pla- 
teau above the palisades on the Hudson is aiso 
unhealthy. Years ago that portion of Chicago 
known as the Sands was the most unbeaithy 
in the city. Soil moisture is the cause of many 
diseases. All soil is naturally moist. Given a 
moist soil and a certain amount of vegeta- 
ble matter, and there evolves A 
chemical action fraught with diseases of 
a malartal character. The ground under baiid- 
ings sbould be kept as dry as posible. The 
sandy soils are as a rule the most healthy, while 
clays are much less so. Ip any depression to 
which there is drainage are to be found 
the seeds of malaria. Previous to the building 
of sewers in Uhicago the death rate was 43.56 
per 1.000; from 1856 to 1870 it was . N. and from 
1871 to 1880 it was 21.15, The Doctor used a num- 
ber of statistical tables from the city heaith re- 
ports showing the yearly increase of sewerage 
and the decreased mortality, and also some facts 
relative to the sanitary condition of the Fif- 
teenth and Eighteenth Wards the year after the 
big fire. 

Artificial drainage is of two xinds—ditcbes ana 
canals and underdrainage, Until the deepening 
of the canal near Chicago, its effect on the heaith 
of the city was of no particular import, but as 
soou as it was deeyened, and the country sur- 
rounding was better ditched, a great failing off 
in malarial diseases became manifested. In 
cities che annual increase in sewerage has been 
followed by a decrease in the death rate. There 
is nothing experimental in the results of deep 
underdrainage. The drainage of the swamp- 
lands. besides redeeming the property for agri- 
cultural purposes, bas exercised a very benefi- 
cial influence on the heaith of the le. 
The diseases w were «a terror to the eariy 
settiers are pow seldom heard of. The dra 
of the great corn belt in Southern Lilinois would 
decrease pneumonia and the various forms of 
malarisi diseases. Drainage increases the tem- 
perature of the soll several degrees, and it is 
within the possibility of man tw er 
change the character of the climate surround- 
ing bim. Tree-planting, pubiic parks, and 
good system of drainage will improve the cli- 
mate fully five 

‘rhe iat was in favorof a topographic 
survey of illinois so that the levels can be ob- 
tain for the basis of a perfect sys- 
tem of drainage. In connection with me 
topographic there should also be a sanitary 
survey. in Engiand the parish map, on the 
scale of six inehes to the mile, gives the feat- 
ures of the country very fully in detail: and it 
would be well if the counties and townships in 
this State were to obtain topographical maps of 
their territory on the same scale. it is impor- 
tant to know the geological formation and 
cbemical construction the sub-soil, if one 
would understand the sanitary condition of 
any particular neighborhood. Good roads, weil 
drained, will improve the material condition of 
the State 25 per cent, and diminish the number 
of preveutibie diseases to the same extent.

IMPROVING THE SOIL BY DRAINAGE. 

C. G. Eluiott, of Tonica, III., read a paper on 
the “Improvement of the Soiil by Drainage,

e soil contains clay, silica, and carbon asa 
basis. These absorb the materials which sup- 
port plant tife. The plant draws the most of its 
sustenance from the soil. All nutriment from 
the soil must be taken by the roots in a liquid 
or gaseous form. Roots are very sensitive, and 
will wander a long way in poor soil ju search of 
food. but where sufficient is found are content 
to remuin. The question is, How does under- 
drainage contribute to the supply of piaat- 
food? for unless the supply continual!

This loss may be suppiied by the application of 
fertilizers; by the collecting and condensing in

James Considine then sought an 
interview with Agues, in which be disciveed the 
conspiracy, and boasted that he had not only 
paid ber attorney, but bad expended a large 
sum of money among ber supposed friends to 
bring about the settlement. Sbe immediately 
DISMISSED HER ATTORNEY 
and retained ber present counsel, who pro- 
ceeded to investigate, and notitied Mr. Forrest, 
who agreed to ict the case stand ip statu quo 
until notice should be mutually given. This 
wus Jun. 5. On the followin day, without any 
nut ice. Mr. Blume and Mr. May advised Judge 
Moran, Who was doubtful about the propriety 
of the small sum of alimony, thai the 0 was 
al! right and the complainant satisiied. Tue 
decree was granted. Mr. Shirland asked that an 
investigation be had by the examination ot 
witnesses. The court set the case for Saturday. 
in the meantime ordering Demars to place the 
money into the hands of the Clerk of his court 
for safekeeping.

euses or infirmities to be remedied, as No. I. 
fever, congestion, inflammations. A _ person 
used bottles of ubout the same size as the com- 
pany’s, labeling them conspt nously, *“* home- 
opathic specines,” and numbering the series 
from one to forty, attaching the complaints to be 
remedied. The company sued for an in- 
fringement and an accounting, Humpbrey’s Spe- 
einne Homeopathic Medicine Company vs. Wurz. 
in the United States Cireuit Court for New Jer- 
sey, and applied for u prelimimary injunction. 
Judge Nixon, in granting the motion, said: 
I. Mere numbers are never the object of a 
trade-mark when they are employed to indicate

It the resemblance is 
such as not only to suggest un Inteution to de- 
ceive, but is calculated to mislead the public, 
wo are purchasers of the article, aud thus to 
injure the sale of the go ds of the pruprietor of 
the original device, the injured party is entitled 
to redress. 

CONTRACT FOR SERVICES—PAYMENT 
OF CERTAIN BEARNINGS--MONEY 
MENT. 

Au engincer was employed to operate the en- 
gincs of a company, and it was agreed that he 
was to be paid out of the first earnings of the 
machines. lie bad a settlement with his em- 
ployera, and they gave bim a due- bill for the 
umount due, and on this be brought suit, to 
which the d@fense was set up that payment only 
was demandabie out of the earuings aforesaid, 
and that as yet nothing bad been earned, Judg- 
ment was entered for the plaintik and the de- 
fendants appeated the case (Harkinson va. Dry 
Piacer Amalgamat mug Company) to the Supreme 
Court of Colorado, by whom the judgment was 
afirmed. Judge Stone, in the opinion, said: 
“The question is one of practical interest pot 
infrequentiy arising lu business ventures, and 
we Dave been at some pains in its investigauon. 
The agreement did not expressly limit the pay- 
ment wholly to the contingency of the machines 
earuing enough to pay for the services rendered, 
and in be absence of au express limitation it is 
nat to be implied that the engineer agreed to 
look to the earnings alone for his wages. This 
condition can vnly be rewarded as indicating an 
expected time of paywent, but not asthe sole 
condition of payment; and as a legal conse- 
quence of such agreement the wages would be 
alsolutely due after a reasonabietime for tairly 
testing the use of the machines. What is. a 
reasunabie time in all such cases is a question 
for the court.” 

RAILROAD-—LIABILITY FOR ACT OF BRAKE- 
MAN IN PUTTING A TRESPASSER OFF A 
TRAIN IN MOTION. 

A man who had climbed upon a railway 
freight-car when the train was in motion was 
removed by a brakeman upen being told by bim 
that be had no ticket; the truin was still in mo- 
tion, and the — — pany in falling off fell 
through a bridge and was injured. He sued for 
damages for his injuries, and recovered a jud¢- 
ment. Thecompany appealed the case. Marion 
vs. the Chicago, Rock Isiaud & Pace Railroad 
Company, to the Supreme Court of lowa, who 
reversed the judgment. Judge Adams, in the 
Opinion, said: An employé is liable for the 
wrongful evcis only when they are committed in 
the course of his employment. If the con- 
ductor of this train had forced the piaintiff 
from it while in motion, crossing a bridge, the 
act clearly would under the evidence ot the 
rules of the company be deemedto be in the 
cours: of his employment, and that, too. even 
if it were sbhowea that he bad been expressly in- 
structed to eject no person from the train while 
in motion, and especially at a dangerous place. 
In one sense the specitic act would not be the 
course of his employment, but bis general in- 
structions to remove trespassers would make 
the company liable. But, in our opinion, a 
brakeman is not employed to put trespassers off 
a train, and, therefore, that the company is not 
lia lle here.” 

WATER RIGHTS~—POLLUTION OF STREAM. 


A manufacturing company owning land on 
the West River, in Rhode Isiand, filed a bill for 
aninjunction against another wanufacturing 
company. who operated ah upper mill, to re- 
strain it from polluting the stream with dye- 
stuffs, chemicais, etc., and the Supreme Court 
of Rhode Island in this case—Siiver Spring 
Hleschm & Dyeing Company vs. Waukeck 
Company--granted the injunction. Judge Pot- 
ter, in the opiniwn, said: “Every owner of land 
bas the right to buve the water which passes bis 
land come to it in its pure, natural state. The 
offendiug company here conteuds that whilst 
this might be very good lawin former days for 
un agricultural people who used the water for 
washing, drinking. and watering animals, there 
bas been a complete chante of circumstances; 
that weare largely interested tn manufactures, 
and that the weaith of the State depends mainiy 
on their prosperity: and that the more valuable 
use should prevail. The right of the riparian 
owner, farmer, or mill-owper to have the water 

ass bis land in its natura! state, and to a use of 
tto any extent which sball not injure it for the 
use of others, is as much his property 
us the land itseif. This court cannot alter the 
law; neither can the Leyislature itself take this 
right away any more than it can take the land. 
It needed for the public use the Stute can take 
this right on making compensation, but it can- 
not be taken from one man and given to nnotber, 
even if he pays for it; that must be left to pri- 
vate agreement. 

CONTLACT—TO MANUPACTURE—VERBAL on- 
DER. 

A carriage-maker received a verbal order from 
the agent of F. to make him a family carriage 
in six months, the price not to exceed $900. The 
work was done, but F. refused to pay for it, and 
suit was brougat forita value, $8), and ove 
month's storage. The defendant was defeated, 
and carried the case, Meincke vs. Falk, to the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin. Judge Cussoday, 
in the opinion, said: “It is claimed that as the 
contract was not in writing, the amount in- 
volved being at least $50, it cannot be proven 
under the stutute of frauds. This question is 
not without difficulty, and the decisions of the 
courts are by ty means uniform A con- 
tract for labor aud services was not 
required to be in writing, and wa are 
of the opinion that tbis contract can 
be proved verbally as itis for labor and serv- 
ices; for without a special contract the carriage 
would never bave been manufactured ia tne 
particular manner, shape. or condition it was, 
and therefore the contract is essentially for spe- 
cial sk ill. iabor, or workmanship, and it is not 
within the statute of frauds."’ 

EXEMPTION LAWS~—JUDGMENT IN FAVOR OF 
THES UNITED STATES. 

The United States recovered a judgment 
against F. O'N., aud the Marshal levied ou his 
homestead. F. ON. then filed a bill for a per- 
petual injunction to restrain the Marshal frum 
proceeding under the levy, on the grguud that 
the exemption bound even the Unit Stutes. 
The United States Circuit Court. E. D. of Wis- 
consin, decided in favor of the compiainant, 
and the Marshal uppealed the cause, Fink vs. 
O'Neil, to the Suvreme Court of the United 
States, who affirmed the decree. Mr. Justice 
Matthew in the opinion, said: “ The process 
ot the reapective States in the enforcing reme- 
dies at common law bas been adopted 
by the United States through UOongressional 
levisiution: there is no other means provided by 
which ao execution on a judgment recovered iu 
a Federal court can be entorved, and it neces- 
sar ly follows that whatever alfects or attaches 
to the executions of a State will be applicable 
to the exccutions of the Federal courts, Ex- 
emptions from levy and sule prevent the force 
of the State executions and reduce likewise the 
power of the Federal writs.” 

CONTRACT — “GRAIN oOPpTiONs”’ — MUTUAL 
PURPOSE. 

In au action on a promissory note the maker 
set up as a defense that it bad been given for an 
option contract io gruin, in which tt was not in- 
tended that the grain should be delivered. On 
me trial of the case, Murray vs. Ochiltree, the 
plaintiff testified that the contract was for a 
fature delivery of grain ia good faith, and the 
defendant that it was au option only. There 
was ho other evidence. The plaintil£’ was de- 
feated and appeaicd to the Supreme Court of 
Iowa. which dec.ded in bis favor. Judge Beck, 
iv the opinion, said: “ The defendant testitied to 
one state of facts and the pluintif! to the con- 
trary. The defease must make out that the 
note, which is evidence of a vaiid obligation, ia 
illegal, and theretore must produce a prepouder- 
anve of testimony. This has not been e, and 
the ju must be reversed. If one of the 
parties to such a transaction as this acts in wood 
tanith the trunsacuon wil! be valid; no intention 
of the other party can affect it.“

Sometimes 4 
chicken's head is cut off; again, a saucer is 
broken; and frequently the witness writes bis 
name on a sheet of paper, and then the paper is 
burned. Hi Simg, the interpreter for the de- 
fense agreeing, the Ohinese witnesses wrote 
their names on a sheet of foolscap. . Their tea- 
chest bieroglypbics were then submitted to Hi 
Sing, who said:

A few were playing 
cassino. There was no money up. but the wilt- 
ness said that the one that iost would de 
“stuck for the supoer.

Dr. F. M. Wilder testified to baving seen the 
deceased the day after the stabbing at 256 State 
street. Ouuom was then alive, but died soon 
after.

This 
conuvenuvos appointed a committee to draw up a 
report containing the results of that conference 
for presentation to the Turif Commissjon, and 
my opinion is “thatso tar as the tariff re- 
vision deviates from recom mendations 
of that committee just 80 far will it be injuri- 
ous to the manufacturer on ope s:de or the con- 
sumer on the osher. The members of that 
committee were representative men, with a 
full compreheosion of the question in all its 
bearimgs, and their decisions were the resuit of 
nu palnstak ug and earnest endeavor to present 
u fair, just, and satisfactory report. Ina the 
tariff on steel rails they recommended a reduc- 
tion of $5.60 per ton, which would reduce the 
tariff to 22.40. The mavufact@rers could uot 
meet this except by a reduction in the cost of 
ore, coke, and labor, and before this would be 
submitted tu a season of idleness was necessary. 
That season of idieness we are partly going 
through at present. But now the proposai is to 
reduce the tariff te $17.42, and this it wouid be 
impossibie for the manufacturers to meet, and 
it can only it im shutting down bailf the 
mills in the Unia States. *.

There is also a difference in their 
tu vor ju other items, but, as 1 have said, we 
shall still be abic to meet it, even if the pro 
revision is carried into effect.” 

„Fou do not consider, then, that the altera- 
tions would bave a serious effect--that they 
would result in shutting down half the works in 
America?” 

“Certufnly not. Of course it may seriously 
affect a tew manufacturers in some ; still, 
I believe almost all can readily pull through. 
Speak w fur our company, we shall be aple tw 
mect it without much trouble.

JAN. 16.—(Editor New York World.]—Sie: I 
am only one of Matthew Arnola’s plain men, 
ana do not venture to express an opinion upon 
the tariff beyond the declaration that I am most 
grievously and crueliy overtaxed; .but I tind 
there is a general opinion among my comrades 
plain men like myseif, workingmen with fam- 
ilies to support on small wages—that in all the 
discussiong concerning the tariff and the reduc- 
tion of taxation no proper apprecianon bas been 
shown of the most burdensome of all taxes un- 
der which the poor groana—the tax paid by the 
people of the United States to the 
manufacturers, commonly éalied “ tariff * 
but known in our work-room as “tariff 
bers.”

The proportion between what I bought of 
American protected and foreiga’ imported is 
$22 to $632, or 1 to 30.

per centor more. If, with $1,000, we only 
$20 each for clothing yeariy, che tariff men take 
$l4,or $96 out of our $140, leaving us only 6 for 
the seven of us, or 86 each. On $1,000 we would 
eat more rive (105) and lesa meat, more sugar (67) 
and jess honey. more (26) and less —.— 
more potatoes (37) and less caulitjower. Every 
way I turned to save would be substituts a 
protected for an imported or uy protected e, 
and the less money I had to nd the greater 
the proportion would be. Of $1400 the tariff 
men would get $400 eansily’’—4i0 per cent, and 
not $1 for the Treasury. 

Lut argument from a single example is not 
good logic. I have to pay 27 percent of my in- 
come as blackmail to tariff robbers, but others 
may not have to pay so much. How to obtain 
the agzregate amount 1 do not know. In 1874 I 
saw a table prepared from the census (I think by 
David A. Wells show that 8488. 000. 000 of 
biackmail had been paid by the peuple to 2,124 
protected firms, wno had paid back I. . 
in wages, dividing $276,000,000 of plunder over 
and above all expeases and legitimate pronts. 
The present census is not yet completed, but 
during the progress of the tarill debate in the 
Senate this week the amount of protected man- 
ufactures cousumed yeurly in this country was 
said to exceed 83. 000. 00.0. 233 than percent 
were imported. The value of imports of 
on the free list 1881-82 amounted to $202,000,000, 
and of dutiable articles, The aver- 
age duty was 44 per cent. The manufactures 
consumed are “protected” by a tariff 
which averages 44 per cent for revenue, 
and ranges from 60 to per cent for 
protective purposes. If their value is en- 
hanced to the consumer by this protection by 
tne n of 12 per cent, then the pevu- 
ple of the United States paid last year in Diack- 
mail to these tected ta robbers the sum of 
$600,000, tt their value is enhanced by .
